“Phe Mayor areanged  with  Mr,
Twining and City Solicitor Smyth to
make a tharough inspection of the
Frankford ‘L' this afternoon, He in-
quired of the director about the avail-
abllity ‘of funds for subway construc-
tlon and found that about $50.000,000,

A motley  collection of alleged rab-
bers, pickpockets, drug addicts and
larceny suspects were in the prison van
which brought Brines from Moyamen-
sing Prison to City Hall, Brines smiled
and luughed at the anties of some of
his fellow prisoners, but said nothing.

The young man reached the sheriff's

cellroom at 1 o'clock and was taken to |

the room where defendants wait for
their eases to be called. Fifty min-
utes later Williom A, Geay, hlg coun-
gel, eutered the courtroom and asked
for Brines,

The lawyer conversed briefly with the
